Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see pages 24-43, filed 22 December 2006, with respect 
to claims 2-14, 16-23, 25-38 and 39-47 have been fully considered and are persuasive. 
The 35 U.S.C § 102(e) rejection of claim 22 and 35 U.S.C § 103(a) rejection of claims 2- 
14, 16-21, 23, 25-38 and 39-47 has been withdrawn.
